Extracts From the Statutes of Indiana. 


tM t each person or taxpayer charged with taxes on a duplicate in the hands of a County Treasurer may pay the fnlT ameunt of suoh taxes 
on or before the first Monday la May, or may at his option, pay one-half thereof on or before the first Monday in May, and tho remaining half 
on or before tho first Monday in November, in the manner prescribed by law. 
All road taxes to be added to the first installment. 
When the first installment is not paid prior to the first Monday in May, the taxes for the whol^year become delinquent.
